18 FOR the purpose of requiring that a certain percentage of the sales and use tax on

19 telecommunications service in Prince George's County be used for operating

20 expenditures of the county school system; atering the expenditures that may be
21 funded by theremainder of the net proceeds from the tel ecommuni cations tax to
22 include certain capital improvements or renovations for the county school

23 system or payment of certain debt service on bondsissued by the governing body
24 of Prince George's County; requiring the governing body of Prince George's

25 County to make a certain report on or before a certain date; and generally

2 of] the Prince George's County public school system may not be used to supplant any

3 Stateaid for education provided to the county, or any county funds provided to the

4 Prince George's County school system.

Is designed to include small |earning communities and
17 areas of support services provided by community-based providers; and

18 3. |s operated:
19 A. By an educational provider with substantial experience

20 serving thetype of student popu_lation served by the program; and

21 B. In separate school facilities provided by the education
22 provider, unless the public school system decides otherwise; [and]

23 (i) A Spanish language immersion program to serve at least 450
24 studentsin kindergarten through grade 5 in order to address |ong-term labor needs
25 for bilingua employees; AND

26 i ADDRESSING ANY NEEDS RELATED TO CAPITAL

27 IMPROVEMENTS OR RENOVATIONS THAT ARE THE RESULT OF THE DEFERRAL OF
28 MAINTENANCE OR OTHER DETERIORATION OF SCHOOL FACILITIES IN USE BEFORE,
29 ON, OR AFTER JUNE 1, 2004.
